The story was American—and one the 
smug, the Kluxers and the Communists 
ought to read. Ben Massell was brought 
to this country from Lithuania in 1888. 
He was educated here. His first job paid 
him $1.50 a week. Today he has built 
1,000 business structures, 10 apartment 
buildings, and currently has $6,000,000 of 
construction under way. 

The Communists say there is no op- 
portunity and that the poor are exploited 
in America. And some are, and have 
been. But opportunity remains. As long 
as this country provides opportunity for 
those who will work and who have ability 
and brains we will remain strong. 

The Kluxer mentality tries to carve 
down the meaning of America to their 
own narrow “Americanism,” which is 
really un-Americanism. You could put 
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every KKK member into a pot, boil them 
down and from the tallow and bile left, 
you couldn’t mold one man who would 
be as good an American as foreign-born 
Ben Massell or one who has contributed 
a fraction as much to his country. - 

There is another point, too, that comes 
to us. 

Ben Massell is the only builder we 
know who could, if he chose, protest about 
Federal “interference” in the construction 
field. He has done all his building through 
private enterprise. We take a dim view 
of those builders who take advantage of 
every possible Federal loan, guarantee, in- 
surance provision, and other subsidies, di- 
rect or indirect, and who then squawk 
about public housing and slum clearance 
in the fields which private enterprise has 
not entered and apparently is not inter- 
ested in taking on.

But somehow 
the fellow who has loaded his own wagon 
with Federal benefits seems to be talking 
through his hat when he pFotests Federal 
participation.

Secretary of Commerce Sawyer spoke. 


pretty plainly the other day about the 
great cry continually coming from Wash- 
ington about the “concentration of power” 
and the growing menace of “monopoly.” 

Secretary Sawyer said there is “much 
plain bunk” in the talk. 

And the Secretary has the facts to 
support his snort of disapproval. Back in 
1900, he said, there were 21 business firms 
for each 1,000 persons. Today there are 
26 businesses for each 1,000 persons. 

Yet, the propaganda emanating from 
Washington is to the effect that “monop- 
oly” is taking over and that the small 
businessman hasn’t much of a chance. Ac- 
tually, more small businesses have been 
established since the war than ever be- 
fore in a comparable period. 


It appears to be the philosophy of many 
in the Government that bigness itself 
is a crime. That is the outstanding fact 
of some of the recent so-called antimonop- 
oly suits filed by overzealous lawyers in 
the Department of Justice. 


Opportunity is the basis of our free 
enterprise system. The facts show oppor- 
tunity has not been diminished for es- 
tablishing and operating small busjness 
enterprises. Indeed, the most. difficult 
hurdles small: business—or big business, 
either, for that matter—must overcome 
have been developed by the Government 
itself in the form of heavy taxes and baf- 
fling regulations.

Nevertheless, a few Negroes who did not believe him guilty 
began to try and raise some money to help him. 
That, in brief, is the background. 


Commies Into it stepped the Communist group in Georgia. 

They took over the “defense campaign.” They made 
of it Communist Party propaganda. They put out the charges of 
frame-up which caused the court properly to consider contempt 
charges. 

At the bottom of each Communist pamphlet calling for funds 
for Henderson is the line, .“For further information about the 
Communist Party, write to the address below.” None of those 
originally trying to help Henderson were Communist. The latter 
simply took over. 

This is the familiar Communist pattern—to find a defense 
organization, going to nurse it along, and then to take it over and 
use it as a drum for Communist propaganda. 


: But it also is in a pattern which must be upon our 
Conscience conscience. There originally were obscure, inar- 
ticulate, uninfluential persons seeking to raise a defense fund and 
to hire lawyers. 

The stark reality of the situation was that the Communists were 
the only persons who looked them up. The Communists went to 
them, not to help Henderson or out of any sense of injustice, but 
merely because they saw in it a chance to advance themselves and 
their party as “friends” of the helpless. 

The thoughtful Southerner cannot fail to see the meaning of the 
situation. Or its significance. 

In a region where the friendless are at the mercy of the Ku 
Klux Klan, which the Communists assist and encourage with funds 
given anonymously, we cannot fail to see that unless the Southerner 
of position, economic or political, 
reached, then the Communists, or their kind, will fill that vacuum. 


To the Negroes working for Henderson, it undoubtedly 
was impressive to have white men and women join in

helping them. The fact these persons were Communists with a jg 
reputation of cynical double dealing, and the further fact they © & 


cared nothing about Henderson, per se, but wanted to use him 


and his situation to further their own program and propaganda, - aa 


made no difference. They were helping. No one else was. Not 
many persons have been able to learn the truth about the per- 
jurers, and exploiters of misery who make up the Commie Party. 

That is an intolerable situation—dangerous to our fabric of 
government. 

Every person, however obscure, has the right to an advocate 
It is not a new situation. It is not confined to-the South. We see 
it in the housing disputes where the two races have met. We see 
it in every section of the nation—and the world. There are many 
white persons in the South and nation who cannot reach official 
authority to express what to them are real injustices, and what often 
are very real discriminations. Some turn to organizations :like the 
Klan, which also takes their money. Persons in another situation, 
also lacking a way to reach “help,” turn to the Communists. 


No American should have to turn to either of these 
Advocate un-American organiations. 

Despising the Klan and the Communists as I do—because both 
are leeches sucking money and integrity from the poor and those 
who feel unreasonably put upon—-I wish we might everywhere pro- 
vide such an advocate. 

I conceive it to be the duty of a newspaper to be an advocate 
of any in trouble who lack an advocate. Knowing nothing about 
Henderson save that the Communists have slimed up his case, I 
find myself wishing there could be a stay or a commutation of 
sentence—agreed upon by all concerned, so that the very fact of the

segregation and Regional Education 


Ever since its inception the South’s Re- 
gional Education program has had to fight 
attempted misuse of the program involv- 
ing segregation. 


As a matter of fact, regional education 
has nothing to do with segregation. The 
formulators of the plan tried to make that 
clear in the beginning. But many, in the 
South as well as in the North, thought 
the disavowal a sly maneuver to avoid 
legal entanglement. 


That impression now should have been 
eliminated by the Regional Board’s in- 
tervention in the Maryland case in which 
a Negro was refused admittance to the 
University of Maryland Nursing School 
on the grounds it provided equal facilities 
at Meharry College. under the regional 
program. This defense was entered in 
court without the knowledge or consent of

the Regional Board of Control. The Board 
promptly, and with consent of Southern 
Governors, intervened to tell the court 
the program was not intended to be used 
as a substitute for providing equal facili- 
ties. Rather, the Board repeated the prin- 
ciple that regional education is to help 
all States provide a better system of high- 
er education for all citizens. 

The fact that more whites than Ne- 
groes are enrolled under the regional plan 
is striking proof of this contention. 

Regional Education is serving 13 
States, some of which require segregation 
and some of which admit Negroes and 
whites to the ‘same institutions. The 
Board believes, and rightly, that segrega- 
tion is a matter for the individual States 
to decide. That is the only way in which 
Regional Education can _ successfully 
serve its real purpose. 


Another Truman-Taft Battle Looms 


WASHINGTON—Another lively chapter in the long-standing feud between President Truman and 


Sen. Robert A. Taft is in prospect as a result gf 


the rejection by the Senate Committee on Expendi- 


tures of the President's request that the job of Robert N. Denham, independent counsel of the Na- 


tional Labor Relations Board, be abolished. 
‘Not only does this action presage hot debate 

and a close vote on the Senate floor, but there 

is a general expectation that if Denham is not 


thrown out by Congress Mr. Truman will at- 


tempt to fire him, thereby precipitating still an- 
other row with Taft. 


The decisive committee vote of 9 te 4 
in favor ef Denham came as a severe shock 


proposal, whereas only one Republican, Irv- 
ing M. Ives, of New York, supported it. 


A subsequent poll of the full Senate has in- 
dicated that all 51 Senators who voted for Taft’s 


velt’s quarrel with the Supreme Court was its 
unanimous decision in 1935 thaf Mr. Roosevelt 
had illegally removed William Humphrey from 
the Federal Trade Commission. And that decision 
is chiefly relied on now by those who contend 
that the President cannot remove Denham short 
of the four-year term for which he was appoint- 
ed by Mr. Truman in 1947. 


The sense of that court decision was that 
Government agencies and comissions, such as the 
Federal Trade Commission, draw their power ex- 
clusively from Congress and, excepting the Presi- 
dent's power of initial appointment subject to 
Senate confirmation, they are not subject to dic- 
tation by the President or anybody else. The 
court said:

Will We Stick to the A-Bomb? 


WASHINGTON—The hydrogen bomb, like the atom bomb be- 
fore it, has become something of a bore, now that the initial excite- 
ment has died down. Such proposals as the McMahon plan for 
dealing with the new horror fade into the mists 9f memory, and 
the astonishing human capacity for living under the shadow of 
total destruction reasserts itself. 

Yet even for the layman (unless he prefers the recourse of 
the ostrich), it is worth trying to understand some of the essential 
facts involved in the hydrogen project. 


‘Tri er The theory of making a hydrogen bomb is well 
qd known. The atom, or fission bomb, by generating 
heat comparable to that on the sun, is to be used as a “trigger” to 
initiate the fusion process which takes place on the sun. Thus, the 
hydrogen bomb is to be a fusion, rather than a fissiori, bomb. 

The explosion of the atom bomb is completed in about one 
millionth of a second. And here is the problem which has led 
some scientists, like Dr. Robert Millikan of California, to doubt 
that a true hydrogen bomb is within human capacity to manu- 
facture. How do you construct a mechanism which will not fly 
apart at the very instant of the atomic explosion, before the im- 
mense heat and pressure generated by the explosion can be ap- 
plied long enough for the fusion process to take place? 

This is called the “problem of maintaining assembly.” And this 
is why there exists a vital choice between trying to make the 
hydrogen bomb with “heavy hydrogen”’—called detiterium—or 
“very heavy hydrogen”—called tritium. 


Time Deuterium has one immense advantage, from the peculiar 

'  Wiewpoint of the maker of hydrogen bombs. It is freely 
available in nature, which means that at least theoretically it would 
be possible to construct a sufficient number of deuterium bombs 
to put this weary world out of its misery once and for all. Yet 
it also suffers from an immense disadvantage, for its “reaction 
time”——the time it takes for the fusion process to begin—is about 
25 times slower than in the case of tritium. 

This in turn means that the “problem of maintaining assem- 
bly”"—already immensely difficult—is more difficult with deu- 
terilum than with tritlum. This is why competent observers are 
convinced that if the awful new weapon is to be constructed in 
our times, it will be essentially a tritium bomb, rather than a deu- 
terium bomb. 

Yet, perhaps fortunately for the human race, tritum, too, suffers 
from great disadvantages. It can only be used rH in liquid 
form, at very low temperatures. This means builiing an intricate 
refrigerating apparatus into the bomb, thus further complicating 
the problem of “maintaining assembly.” Moreover, tritium has 
“a half life of 12 years,” which in lay language means that half 
the explosive effect of any nation’s stockpile of tritium bombs would 
seep away .every 12 years. (An atom bomb has a half-life of 
25,000 years.)

It wasn’t his fault that the big, blond broad- 
casting chief got on the subject of human ears. 
He was supposed to be telling the Federal Com- 
munications Commission about his system of 
color television which for 10 long years he has 
been trying to get the Government to approve. 

Commissioner Robert F. Jones, a music lover 
no matter what the state of his ears, mentioned 
FM radio, the kind which plays the music in all 
the tonal glory of the original. How come most 
of the big-time broadcasters soft-pedaled it? 


That was easy for Doc Stanton. Grown 
people don’t like it. He proved this with 
+ psycho-physical research. Tested hundreds 
of people. Had ’em listen to old-fashioned 
AM radios, which only brought in part of 
the musical tenes, and FM, which repro- 
duced them all. The people all voted against 
the goed music. Et seemed to grate on 
their ears. This was a grave disappoint- 
ment to the CBS engineers, who had banked 
heavily on FM's popularity. They said the 
experiments weren't fair. Why not make 
similar tests on musicians? 


Dr. Stanton did. He didn’t try out his mu- 
sical blindfold on jazz bandsmen, whose ears 
can be presumed to be callous, but on sym- 
phony orchestra members, who should be able 
to appreciate the tiniest trill of a piccolo. The 
musicians flunked out, too, They all liked the 
old kind of radio best. The experts still weren't 
convinced. 


They went to Milwaukee, a music-loving 
community, and started knocking on doors in 
the rich suburbs, where the natives could afford 
radios with FM attachments. Every one of them 
had the treble dial turned down and the bass 
knob turned up, so that their super-duper radios 
went zoom-boom-boom like juke boxes in beer 
parlors. 


Why, inquired Commissioner Jones, was 
this so? Simple, said Dr. Stanton. “You know 
yourself, sir, that the ability te hear full 
range falls off tapidly with age,” he said. 
“You and I can’t hear anything like the 
overtones that the youngsters can. 


“And that’s why those who can afford high- 
fidelity radio can’t hear it.” 
“But don’t you listen to the high-fidelity sys- 


. tem?” queried Jones. 


For one reason only, Dr. Stanton replied. It 
works so perfectly that he can hear the hiss of 
a worn-out phonograph record on the air. So 
he tunes in regularly to check up on his own 
disc jockeys. If there’s no hiss on FM, he knows 
it sounds fine on AM. 

I must confess that my own ears are zinc- 
lined, too. I bought an FM set myself a couple 
of years ago and went to great 'engths to get 
a coaxial aerial installed. I haven’t listened to 
it in months. No boom.

Open House 


In Covington 
set for Sunday

COVINGTON — Hoopskirts, 
with ruffled petticoats and pan- 
taloons showing just enough to 
be luring, is high fashion these 
days in this little Georgia city. 

With the Confederate Memo- 
rial Day just a few days hence 
(April 26) added impetus is at- 
tached to the antebellum in- 
fluence, but the real reason for 
this flashback to fashions of the 
sixties is the open house set here 
for Sunday when that mythical 
motorcade of garden and home- 
minded visitors heads toward 
this city for the stop in 
its 14-point itinerary. The visit 
here is a part of the Statewide 
“visiting days” when famous 
homes and gardens are open. 

The beautiful tree-lined street 
which runs through the town 
looks like a picture postcard of 
some antebellum section (which 
it really is) and situated through 
the town .are the old homes 
which bespeak charm and rep- 
resent life of-an unhurried and 
contented nature. 

For instance, there is Swans- 
comb, the home of Mrs. T. C. 
Swann and rated as the oldest 
clapboard house here, and once 
the home of a Confederate gen- 
eral. It is furnished with rose- 
wood, priceless antiques and 
china. Then there is the Usher 
House, now the home of Mrs. 
M. L. Bolton and which has re- 
mained in the possession of one 
family for 90 years. One notes 
its massive Doric columns and 
crownlike balustrade on the roof 
peak. A handsome Waterford 
chandelier an da carved rail stair 
lends a note of formality to the 
interior. 

The Louisiana and Mississippi 
type plantation house, one of the 
prettiest building themes used 
in the South, was employed in 
the building of the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. R. H. Patterson and 
built in 1859. American fur- 
nishings add their usual charm 
and color to the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. T. C. Meadors which 
by the way, is the old home of 
Georgia Tech’s beloved Dr. M. L. 
Brittain. 

Original paintings by Monet, 
Menaboni and Refoule form the 
main points of the decorative 
note in the home of Mrs. E. E. 
Callaway, which is listed on the 
tour. A new home built on the 
site of an old plantation .s the 
residence of Mr. and Mrs. R. R.
